Couples Childless 


Of 23 1-3 Million Couples, 


7'/. Million Are With- 


out Family 


WASHINGTON—(ff>)—One 
out 
of 


every three married couples in the 
United States is classed as "childless" 
by Census Bureau experts. The last 
exact count was in 1930 when the per- 
centage of couples without children 
stood at 31.9. A new study estimates 
the percentage now has moved higher. 


Officials apply this estimate to the 


so-called ''normal" families. If di- 
vorced families or families broken by 
death are included the percentage of 
childlessness is greater. 


In the "normal" group there were 


23.35i',!l90 couples in 
19.30, of which 


7,447.328 had no children. Families 
having one child numbered 5,254,863 
or 22.5 per cent; those having 2 chil- 
dren, 4,246,459; three children 2,650.730; 
four or more, 3,753,610. 


City couples had 
fewer 
children 


than rura! families. The percentage 
of childless couples was 34.8 in the 
city, 31.7 in small towns and 25 on 
farms. 


Childless negro families are report- 


ed more numerous than white. Native
